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According to an editorial in 'The 
American Rifleman. ” a publication 
of the National Rifle Association, 
there could be relief in sight for 
ammunition buyers. There has been 
a b i 11 introduced in the House by Hep. 
Al Ullman of Oregon to exempt small 
arm s ammunition from provisions 
of the 190 Gun Control Act. 
This bill would stop the silly, 
unnecessary requirem ent that any­ 
one buying ammunition must give 
personal data and identification and 
be registered on a dealer record. 
Not only is this part of the gun 
control law a real problem from the 
standpoint of the paper work and 
time consumed by dealers, but it is 
of no value to anyone. There is no 
way to trace ammunition that is used 
illegally, so there can be no value 
in knowing who has bought a box of 
22 shells or a box of shotgun shells. 
This part of the gun control law 
can only serve as an appeasement to 
those who are crying for the elim i­ 
nation of guns. 
It only serves to 
harass both the buyer and seller of 
ammunition in what we suppose is 
an attempt to get die publ ic to decide 
that hunting is just not worth the 
trouble involved. 
W e feel thai C o n g r e s s could re n ­ 
der a distinct service to many m il­ 
lions of good Americans by amending 
the Gun Control Law to confine it to 
its expressed purpose of repressing 
crim e with nit harassing law-abiding 
citizens with silly, pointless regula­ 
tions. 
lf the legislative bodies of both 
the states aril the nation really want 
to curb gun c rim es they could re ­ 
quire an additional IO years in fail 
for anyone convicted of a crim e in­ 
volving the use of a gun. This would 
affect onlv the criminal and would 
not bother the law-abiding citizen.

Between Rome, United States 


Omar Burleson Says 


O ur Problems A re 


Political, M o ra l 


John C. Bryant, new presi­ 
dent of the Hamlin Board of 
C om m u n ity 
Development, 
asked those in attendance at 
the annual BCD banquet to 
pledge with him to do a bet­ 
ter job for Hamlin 
in the 
coming year. 
Over 200 persons were pre­ 
sent to hear guest Speaker 
Congressman Omar Burleson, 
representative 
of 
the 17th 
Texas District. Tile banquet 
was held Friday evening in 
the Hamlin High School Cafe­ 
torium. 
Burleson told of the increas­ 
ing trend of avoiding making 
decisions and leaving import­ 
ant things to computers. But. 
he warned, “Our most crucial 
problems now 
are political 
and moral — we can’t push 
a button or turn a handle to 
solve them." 
He drew an analogy between 
the United States and the Ro­ 
man Empire, saying “they too, 
had their high-rise apartments, 
and problems with their ten­ 
ants, and they had their ghet­ 
tos.’’ 
Burleson made no reference 
to any 
administration, say­ 
ing that our problems have 
evolved slowly. He used the 
comparison that a frog would 
hop out immediately 
when 
dropped into boiling water; 
but, if a frog were put in luke­ 
warm water and if the wa- 
ter were gradually brought to 
the boiling point, “you would 
boil the frog.” 
“Do we think that things 
that happened to other civili­ 
zations can’t happen to us? 
I wonder 
if we as a nation 
think we are so unique that 
we 
are 
imperishable?” 
he 
queried. 
“We've been 
hearing 
for 
years that we’ve never had 
it quite so good," the speak­ 
er continued, "there’s nothing 
wrong with that except that 
Inflation is flowing like lava 
over everything we have.” 
Ho advocated the return to 
local communities of control 
on some programs 
because 
“federal programs 
are not 
reaching the people they're 
supposed to.” 
‘T he mission of the federal 
government,” he said, "is to 
make broad general policies, 
provide a definition of issues 
—- but not be what I call a 
’doer*.” 
"Just as the Romans had 
their circuses,” he said, “now 
there is talk of buying large 
blocks of tickets to sporting 
events to keep the unemploy­ 
ed ‘occupied’ ” 
Continuing the analogy, he 
said that Rome at one point 
changed over to a m ercenary 
army 
and after a time the 
mercenaries were robbing the 
people. 
“But first,” he em­ 
phasized, 
“the guns were

Often parents arc the first 
t* give doctors a hint that a 
mild has CF. 
They report

vsright." Other symptoms of 


CF may be a persistent cough 
and repeated infections. 
The most inconclusive test 
at this time for children un­ 
der 18 is the "sweat test.” In 
almost all CF patients, se­ 
cretion of salt in sweat is 
two to five times above nor­ 
mal levels. 
So new is the drive in this 
area for aid to CF, there are 
few organized chapters.

Several guests from Abi­ 
lene attended the Thursday 
evening meeting of the Hamlin 
Jaycee-ettes to hear a pro­ 
gram on Narcotics and Drugs 
by Hamlin Police Chief Bryan 
Wasson.

have one thing in common, 
he said, in that they both af­ 
fect the nervous system. 
Narcotic 
drug-; 
such 
as 
opium, heroine, codeine, and 
morphine and synthetic drugs 
such as demerol can be phy­ 
sically addicting because the 
body develops a tolerance for 
the drug. 
Withdrawal from 
these drugs can be fatal, he 
warned. 
Dangerous drugs or drugs 
of abuse are drugs such as 
amphetamines, 
benzadrine, 
and barbiturates. They are in 
two classes, stimulants and 
depressants Both affect the 
nerve center 
in the brain. 
Barbiturates 
are 
physically 
addicting 
and distort how 
people see things and slows 
down their reactions and res­ 
ponses. An overdose of stimu­ 
lants can be fatal. Stimulants 
are habit forming or psycho­ 
logically addicting. The body 
will not suffer withdrawal if 
the drug Is stopped. Heavy do­ 
ses may cause a temporary
